Registration Is 
Begun In Upland 


Registration of voters in 
Upland started on Tuesday 
when registration books 
were opened by Mrs. Roy 
Creighton, official registrar, 
at the Creighton store at the 
corner of Secoud avenue 
and C street. Mrs. Creigh- 
ton received the official ap- 
pointment from County 
Clerk Harry Allison. 

According to the state law 
all registration books are 
completely revised every 
two years. Thus all per- 
sons who expect to qualify 
as voters in elections occur- 
ring this year must register. 

Elections which take place 
during 1928 are city election, 
presidential preference  pri- 
mary in May, the August 
primary and the general 
election next November. 

All persons of legal age 
who have been in the state 
one year, in the county 90 
days and in the precinct 30 
days will be permitted to 
register on the books kept 
by Mrs. Creighton. Persons 
who wish to get the full 
benefit of their ballots at 
the primary will register 
with a party affiliation. 
After the voter has register- 
ed he or she is qualified for 
all elections that take place 
within the next two years 
unless removing from the 
precinct. In that event it 
is necessary to register 
again.

$22,000

Receipts for the year 1927 at 
the Upland postoffice totalled $22,-| 
119.19, according to figures made 
public today by Postmaster L. N. 
Kirk. 

This figure is approximately 
same as that for the year 1926, 
but it is interesting to note that 
holiday business at the Upland 
postoffice showed a 17 per cent 
increase over the Christmas sea- 
son of 1926 and a gain of 62 per 
cent over the same period of 1925. 

Postmaster Kirk declared him- 
self and his office force particular- 
ly gratified by the co-operation of 
postoffice patrons in the handling 
of Christmas mail. According to
